Claims 1-6, 12-17, 19, 21-25, 27, and 30 are allowed. 
The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regardign independent claims 1 and 30, the prior art, as best exemplified by US 
6,219,470 to Tu, taken individually or in combination, fails to disclose or render obvious hollow 
core waveguides formed in a substrate. Furthermore, it appears to examiner, that the inclusion of 
hollow core waveguides in the substrate of the Tu reference would render the device of Tu 
inoperable. 

Claims 2-6, 12-17, 19, 21-25, and 27 are allowed due to dependence from claim 1.
